000,000 on improvemnts of highways, 
according to the provincial govern- 
ment’s plans for the present year.

The Methodist 
church was dedicated .in September, 
1894, and the Presbyterian church a 
year later..

‘SIT DOWN’ STRIKES 


Indians Used Similar Tactics When 


C.P.R. Built Railway Across 
the Prairies 


' MOOSE JAW.—The wave of sit- 
down strikes in the U.S. and Canada 
has recalled to pioneers of the west- 
ern plains how one Indian chief and 
his tribe conducted a sit-down strike 
that actually halted construction of 
the Canadian, Pacific Railway across 
the prairi¢és to the Pacific Coast. 

In 1882, Chief John Piapot viewed 
with alarm the decrease of buffalo 
that followed the arrival of the rail- 
way construction crews. Hunters 
for the railway companies would 
stage huge hunts, killing scores of 
buffalo and clearing out entire dis- 
tricts. 

Camped on Right-of-Way ., 

“At a council of war he thundered 
warnings to his Cree tribesmen. 
Then they trekked to the scene of 
construction work. Along the right- 
of-way of the railway company they 
camped ih their hundreds, with the 
tent of Chief Piapot placed directly 
along the path of the twin ribbons 
of steel. 

Railwaymen did not want to pre- 
cipitate trouble with the incensed 
and armed Indians, so they appealed 
to the capital of the Dominion at 
Ottawa, and instructions were for- 
warded to members of the Mounted 
Police, 

A sergeant and a constable, clad 
in the traditional scarlet and gold 
of the present Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police force, galloped 
across the plains to the scene of the 
sit-down strike. There they met the 
chief. 

. ‘Cut Down the Tent 

First the police argued; then they 

issued an ultimatum. At the end of 
15 minutes, Chief Piapot and his 
band had not moved, Immediately 
the sergeant slashed the guy ropes 
of the Indian tent, permitting the 
tent to fall on the Indian chief and 
his head men, 
‘ There were shouts of indignation 
at the humiliation visited upon 
their chief, and an angry mob 
threatened to kill the policemen, 
The chief, seeing his strategy likely 
to result in bloodshed, halted the 
trouble and agreed to move on,

The World of Wheat 


By' H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director, “Crop Testing Plan” 


A perfect wheat is badly needed 
by farmers in the rust areas of 
Western Canada. 


The rust area comprises the 


. whole of Manitoba, and as well Sas- 


katchewan east of a vertical line 
running through Shellbrook, Saska- 
toon and Moose Jaw. 

For many years the ablest plant 
breeders in the United States, Can- 
ada and other countries have been 
endeavoring to produce a suitable 
rust-resistant wheat. Several varie- 
ties have now been licensed for use 
in Canada, and other varieties are 
still under test. 

Thatcher is the most widely dis- 
tributed rust-resistant variety at 

It is a few days earlier 

somewhat higher 

yielding, and is rust-resistant to a 
high degree. 

Thatcher has about the same 
milling and baking qualities as Mar- 
quis, It has as well good strength 
of straw. 

The defects of Thatcher are that 
the kernels are not of such a good 
shape as the Marquis berry, and as 
well they have rather a dul! color, 
so that the grain grades, on the 
average, about one-fifth of a grade 
less than Marquis.

MISSOURI USES GASOLINE 
TAX MONEY FOR ROADS 

The benefits of a reasonable gaso- 
line tax and _ legal prohibition 
against diversion of highway funds 
to other purposes, is well illustrated 
in the experience of Missouri. 

Missouri’s gasoline tak was set at 
2 cents a gallon in 1918 and a con- 
stitutional amendment prohibited its 
increase before 1938. The same 
amendment prohibited use of gaso- 
line tax for any purpose other than 
road building. 

Today, although Missouri ranks 
18th in area, 11th in population and 
ninth in automobile registration, the 
state ranks sixth in mileage of im- 
proved roads. 

The Missouri highway department 
has insisted that its roads show need 
for improvement before expendi- 
tures are made, with the result that 
there are few roads in the state 


which do not support themselves 
from, gasoline tax and registration 


fees on cars actually using the roads.

VANCOUVER, — Vancouver views 
of shippers and .exporters.. were 
placed on the records of the Turgeon 
Grain Commission sessions which 
ended here Friday, and the commis- 
sion moved. to Edmonton to resume 
its. prairie hearings. 

One of the last witnesses to be 
heard here, F., W. Rudolph, grain 
exporter, member of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange and prairie farm 
owner, urged some means be devised 
by governments for obtaining rev- 
enue from trading operations on the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange. He also 
favored a minimum price to produc- 
ers of 75 cents a bushel, Fort Wil- 
liam basis. 

Buyers Want Free Market 

Robert McKee, Vancouver export- 
er, who, had previously proposed 
appointment ofa wheat market com- 
missioner to develop foreign mar- 
kets, explained such a commissioner 
would have nothing to do with the 
price of wheat or its actual sale. 
Foreign buyes wanted a free and 
open market and objected to fixed 
prices, he said. 

Lowering of the domestic freight 
rate to the level of the export rate 
was urged by Dr, Lyle Telford, B.C. 
leader of the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation. The high domes- 
tic rate, he said, was putting a heavy 
burden on British Columbia consum- 
ers and prairie producers alike, .

WINNIPEG:—Through the efforts 
of W. H. Silversides, University of 
Manitoba graduate of 1934, now 
doing post-graduate ‘work, and Dr. 
G. P. McRostie, former professor of 
A yin. the » University. .ot 
Manitoba, a spray has been invented 
which will eradicate the dandelion. 
According. to/ information which ap- 
pears authentic, the solution must 
be distributed twice during the 
summer, once in mid-July and again 
in mid-August. 

Mr. Silversides states that the 
grass when administered with his 
spray will grow thicker and very 
much greener, Very little of the 
spray is needed to cover a vast 
field. Copper nitrate mixed in pro- 
portion of 1% of crystal to 7% 
gallons of water, produces . enough 
solution to cover 1000 square feet 
of ground,

Can You Take It? - 
Try Keeping Bees 


Most of us like honey—but at. the 
mere suggestion of keeping our own 
hees we experience a most uncom- 
fortable .sensation. Yet there are 
hundreds of men in Alberta who 
handle bees as a profitable sideline 
with no more discomfort than if 
they were feeding lambs, 

The modern honey bee is really 
quite civilized—not a beast of prey 
ready to pounce upon any unwary 
passerby. When properly treated 
she is a very busy, inoffensive little 
creature,’ who holds no grudge 
against anyone who treats her per- 
son and property with due respect. 

Most people -~have been stung (by 
bees) a few times during their lives 
and know whether they can take 
it. If, after a number of stings, the 
poison causes no further discom- 
fort, you’re a born bee-keeper; but 
if it repeatedly causes real agony, 
stay. away from

Like all 
such poles, covered from top to bot- 
tom with hundreds ‘of symbols and 
distorted carvings of animals, spirits, 
scarey-eyed birds with monster 
beaks, skulls and primitive weapons, 
the.Thunderbird is the written form 
of a primitive people’s tribal legend. 

Guarded Tribal Destinies 

In the beginning of the world, so 
the story goes, the Creator sent the 
Thunderbird to live in the mountain 
wilds of Garibaldi Park, some fifty 
miles north of Vancouver. From the 
top of 8,787. foot Mount Garibaldi, 
“old Uncle Raven” was to watch over 
the world and its peoples; guide par- 
ticularly, of course, the destinies: of 
the Squamish nation. 

“On the Thunderbird totem,” ex- 
plains Chief Mathias Joe Capilano of 
the Squamish tribe, “I have. carved 
the old Thunderbird and his wife, 
and his son and daughter, each of 
whom is the lightning and the thund- 
er, and one part of the great storms, 
the wind, the snow, the hail or the 
rain,”
